A House Within a House. 


A New York i nveutor thinks he has solved 


the problem of how to prevent the walls of 
houses from cracking. The inventor has a 
system that ho calls "hanging walls." They 
form a house within a house. They are 
fastened to tho exterior walls, but by a sys- 
tem of shifting attachments that leave tho 
inner walls stationary wheu tho outer wails 
settle down or move. Thus there is never 
any cracking of the walls or ceilings or tho 
decorations, and the man who has adorned 
them at great expense may feel entirely at 
ease about them. 


These walls are made in plates of any 


bine, according to the taste of the purchaser. 
They can be made of plaster or cement and 
can imitate marble exactly. 
They are 


molded, and thus the most delicate carv- 
ings, containing the finest lines and shades, 
can be reproduced upon their suri'aee. 
These plates have a sciew projecting from 
tho back side. This screw is fastened to a 
flat bar, which is molded into the cement 
or.plaster. When the plate is put up, the 
screw fits into a kind of slot in the outer 
wall. This slot will allow tho screw to 
shift up or down or from side to bide. Thus 
while the outer wall moves, the inner wall, 
though attached to it, remains stationary, 
the shifting of ths screw in ths slot per- 
mitting this. 


The plates arc put up until the wall Is 


covered, fitting into each other with the 
aimp!e tongoo Ku<l groove. Nearly nil the 
weight ot Ohio interior- «-all i-ooti on *>!,«> 
floor, while the screws merely attach it to 
the inner wall and prevent it from falling 
iu any manner.—Boston Journal.

How Klpenlng Scorti Arc Protected. 


We usually find seeds iu a seed vessel of 


some sort, the whole affair constituting the

break them oft are effectually resisted by 
their strong yet flexible footstalks, and 
possible injury by bruising is averted by 
tough, elastic walls, often cushioned by 
prickles or other appendages. 


Sudden changes of temperature, before 


they can penetrate to the unripe seeds, are 
rendered harmless by the blanketing effect 
of pulp or other material.—"J, W, Folsom 
in Populi.r Science Monthly. 


Everyday Athens. 


The road from the Piraius, which, in tho 


height of summer is almost ankle deep in 
white dust, passes on its way to the capi- 
tal through the Eleusian groves, where a 
glimpse is caught of the course of the Ilis- 
BUS, a narrow stream, generally dry or 
semi dry, unless in the rainy season. 


The traffic along this road is consider- 


able— officers driving out on business to 
and from the port iu their uniforms, much 
like those of the French, strings of mules 
and mule catts carrying produce from the 
vai-ious markets, and wayfarers in nonde- 
script dresses, which it would require a 
thorough knowledge of the Greek isles and 
provinces for miles round to assign to their 
proper localities, all come and go delib- 
erately. No signs of the high pressure of 
modern life hereabout, unless exception ia 
taken to the presence of the railway near 
at hand, which makes its way through 
groves of olives, vineyards and aloe hedges 
to the station of Phaleron, the great bath- 
ing resort of Athens in the summer time. 


This absence of rush is most strikingly 


manifest in even the principal streets of 
Athens. In this respect it resembles a. 
country town, and in much the same way 
as a wayfarer on entering a country town 
receives vivid impressions of all sorts of 
trivialities, so would he, arriving by the 
Piraeus road, find himself engaged in some 
absurd little speculation of which he is 
ashamed wheu he realizes where he is arid 
what castle in the air it is that is so intense- 
ly outlined against the sky.—Gentleman's 
Magazine. 


Shetland Ponies. 


Of diminutive steeds the Shetland pony 


is the most popular and most reliable one 
for children. There are several varieties 
that resemble tho Shetlands. Among these 
are the Welsh mountain ponies, the Eng- 
lish Exmoor, with a very beautiful species 
that conies from the Westlndies. With the 
exception of the Shetlands, most of these 
are likely to fall into bad habits, learning 
to kick, bite and run away. All resemble 
the Shetland pony and are usually BO de- 
nominated. The real Shetland is thorough- 
ly reliable. 


They are docile, easily managed and in- 


telligent and will allow their owners to 
ride by the primitive method of clinging to 
their mane without thought of kicking. 
The ago of the Shetland reaches 35 years 
sometimes. It carries about in its day sev- 
eral generations of children. The Exmoor 
pony is perhaps the hardiest. In the hilly 
country of which they are natives, they 
thrive on the coarse, scanty mountain 
herbage, acquiring an amount of endurance 
that will enable them to travel 30 or 40 
miles a day carrying a weight of S7j 
pounds. The value of a pony differs in ac- 
cordance with its quality, They are quite 
as expensive as horses, the average speci- 
men costing from 81oO to $175. A pair of 
white ponies recently sold for 61,000. The 
mos,t sought after, however, are the spotted 
ponies. The carts cost from $50 to 8150.— 
Pittsburg Chronicle-Telegraph. 


Death Prom Fish Bite. 


It is not generally supposed that a wound 


caused by the bite of a fish known as the 
pickerel is more than painful and some 
time in getting well. But the Kansas City 
Journal records the death of a man from 
tuch a cause. According to that paper, 
while Mr. T. E. Campbell, county clerk of 
Buchanan county, Mo., was removing a 
pickerel from his hook during: a fishing 
trip at Big Spring lake, la., last summer, 
the fish suddenly closed its jaws on his 
finger, lacerating it considerably. The 
wound grew more and more painful, and a 
physician was consulted, who pronounced 
the man's system poisoned by the bite. At 
the end of eightmonthsMr. Campbell died, 
and his death was ascribed to the wound 
cuubcd by the fish.

This mint was established in 
1853, nud tho Bi-esout building was erected 
in 18M). A polite, well Informed and cour- 
teous guide nwnits to conduct tho visitors 


lhadifferent processes through which bull- 
ion must pass before it can bo used as 
United States money. Tho furnaco room 
is the first one to which tho visitor is con- 
ducted. Tho 11111011111017 Is run by water 
power, furuished by an artesian well In the 
yards o f t he mint building. 


The next room is tho deposit room, or, 


more properly speaking, Uiu ingot room. 
Hero old gold, silver or jewelry is leceivcd, 
of which any one can deposit to tho value 
of not less than $100 and have it nielu-d 
into bullion, assayed and the next day re- 
ceive- in money of full valuo in gold coin 
with 10 per cent of copper alloy aud no 
charges iniido for coining. Oil tho day of 
our visit fMO,OOOtn silver coin was being 
melted over. Why? No ono could or would 
explain. It looked odd to see tho appar- 
ently perfectly good (iO-cent pieces shoveled 
into tho small, redhot bovi Is, where tho 
intense heat of the furnace soon reduced 
Uia coins lo n molten fire, which ia stirred 
by small paddles held by immcns-u ii-oii 
pinchers in tho hands' of skilled workmen, 
who practically "cam their bread by tho 
sweat of tho brow." The small paddies, as 
well as tho bowls in which the metal is re- 
duced to liquid, are made of clay and plum- 
bago. The ingots of gold and sih er aro ia 
inches long, 1% inches wide and ^ inch 
thick. The valuo of thegoldingot is?!,000, 
aud tho value of the bilvcr ingot of tho 
same hir.a is t,">5. 


Tho next process through which tho met- 


al passes is that of rolling into long, thin 
strips. This is dono by heavy rollers under 
a pressure of 250 Ions. It takes 13 times to 
roll gold and J7 times to roll silver. Tho 
gold strips are now put into long copper 
tubes, which are then placed in n furnaco 
until they aro redhot, thcnco thrown into a 
vat of water, which process tempers tho 
metal. Each of these long copper tubes is 
handled by two workmen und will hold 
t30,OCKl in gold or $3,500 in silver. When tho 
gold strips are removed from tho tubes, tho 
gold Is waxed, and tho silver strips aro 
greased. This is dono to prevent abrasion. 
• -The metal is now ready for cutting Into 
pieces, the size according to tho denomina- 
tion of the money to bo mado. The work- 
men shove tho longgold strips into tho cut- 
ting machine, which handles tho precious 
metal as it would pasteboard, and indeed 
it is quite boft, as what is left of the strips 
Isjloubled up^ bg tho hands of the workman 


fofl in gold aro'cut, out an LUB nn8C^uL°SSi 
pieces per minute, tho smaller at the rato 
of 285 pieces per minute. Tho round pieces 
of gold and silver are now passed to the 
Cleaning room, where I hey aro washed free. 
from the wrx and grease, 


Peeping into the door of the cleaning 


room, which visitors are not allowed to 
epter, could be wen a box of unstamped 
8JO gold pieces. Tho box contained $100,000 
fn gold. The unstamped coins,now bright 
and shimmering, are taken to tho ad justing 
room whcro tho ladies work. They aro 
hero adjusted to tho exact weight of the 
coin to bo made. Should a coin prove to 
be too heavy it is filed off; If too light it 
goes back to be melted over. Tho milling 
process puts the metal in blank form for 
stamping. Hut first it must bo freed from 
oxidation, which is done by whitening. 
The round coins aro now ready for tho 
stamping which makes tho metal money. 
There are five stumping machines, and tho 
dies of these can be changed. 


One dollar in silver and $20 In gold aro 


struck off by tho same machine at tho rate 
of 6,000 per hour. The capacity of tho ma- 
chines is much larger than tho supply of 
gold. 
But if all the machines could bo 


kept working iu gold they could stamp 
f4SO,OOOIn one hour, or fcUCO.OOO in seven 
hours, or r>ll!5,ouu,uuu in aiA) wonting days. 
To look at tho largo engine of 150 horse- 
power that controls the machinery used in 
the mint build Ing one would scarce im.agiuo 
it had been used for 10 years, as it appears 
as bright and glittering in its polished 
metal plates a-s if it were new. 


In this '[rent building where$.10,000,000of 


treasure it Morc-cl away, many seemingly 
small economies are practiced, yet tho re- 
sults are quite astonishing and moie than 
repay the labor. The floors of tho work- 
rooms aie covered with perforated iron 
flooring in small sections. Every night 
these sections are removed nnd tho floor 
swept. 
The sweepings- ara then worked 


over with acid, and thu yield in gold and 
silver amounts to ,$0,000 per annum. Onco 
a year every truck about the building it 
burned, irrespective of its condition, and 
also 'he clothing worn in some of tho work- 
rooms, that not a particle of the precious 
metals may bo lost. Onco in fouryearsthe 
carpets of the adjusting room are burned. 
The last burning enriched tho United 
States coffers to the extent of ?3,200. 


Leaving tho stamping room the visitor 


finds himself in a long stone corridor facing 
two vaults, whose hcavyiron doors conceal 
tho treasures of $10,000,000 and in their 
mighty strength of steel and iron seem to 
mock as childish play tho official papers 
sealed with red wax aud marking them as 
belonging to the United States govern menu 


The guide now leads the way up stairs to 


the main hall, where the visitor can, if so 
disposed, pass a pleasant and instructive 
half hour viewing the collection of rare old 
coins on exhibition in tho reception room.

;he foot. It often happens that an Indian 
who has been fitted out from top to toe in 
tlie costume of civilization trades off his 
ihoes for a drink or two of whisky and falls 
Duck on an antiquated pair of moccasins, 
tvhich with his regulation pants present a 
peculiar, not to say incongruous, appear- 
in ce. 


There has been practically no change in 


the pattern of Indian footwear during tho 
last half century, although the different 
tribes still have fashions of their own and 
regard moccasins made by members of oth- 
er tribes as of no use, either for wear or or- 
nament. 


It is rather singular that it is in the head 


and feet covering that Indians cling most 
tenacioc, sly to old traditions.
